Four Jews and Six' Arab* 


Die 
Friday; 
Total 


Reaches 379 Since 


Partition

spluttering war of hatred in Pales- 
tine brought death today to four 
Jews and six Arabs, raising 'to' 379 
the number of fatalities since par- 
tition was 'announced a month ago. 


Throughout the Middle East, 500 
lives have been lost since Nov. 29. 
Police said the Jewish under- 
ground force, Hagana, made a re- 
prisal raid-on the Arab village of 
Silwan on the slope of The Mount 
of Olives. One Arab was killed 
and two were wounded. Five 
nouses were destroyed. A second 
Arab was found dead later on the 
village outskirts. 


Hagana clashed again with ten. 
armed Arabs in the border area 
between Jewish Tel Aviv and Arab 
Jaffa. An official report said an' 
Arab was found dead later on a' 
nearby track. 


Arabs attacked a Jewish chil- 
dren's home' in the fashionable 
Katamon quarter of Jerusalem 
with revolvers and grenades, but 
police announced no casualties. ; 


Police: reports said two Jew* 
were killed ^defending a pipe linn 
from Arab attackers in the Negcv. 
region in southern Palestine. -Brit- 
ish police and troops broke up the 
battle. 


Meanwhile, police announced one 


Arab was killed and two woundod 
in last night's moonlight attack by 
armed Jews on • the Arab village 
of Silwan in Jerusalem's southeast- 
ern' outskirts.

Ever since depression days and through 


the war years, the number of skilled, well- 
trained workmen has been diminishing. 
Almost no new blood, has flowed into the 
trades because of the drastic curtailment.of 
apprentice training. 


Management and labor began to get 


together to solve this problem' last year, 
under the supervision of the Apprentice- 
Training Service of the U. S. Department of 
Labor. Recently published figures show an 
' all-time high has been reached in the number 
of young recruits who are being carefully 
trained to supplement and eventually replace 
tht present group of •journeymen, who are 
for the most part in their late' fifties. .The 
building crafts, machinist groups, metal 
trades nnd others are profiting by this trend. 
Cooperation between labor and management 
has been, a strong factor In the Improved 
apprentice program, and another has been 
the GI Bill of Rights project, of on-the-Job 
training. • 


Government, industry, and labor do well to 


foster such a program. If'production and 
more production is the answer to our eco- 
nomic problems, It can only be achieved by 
the use of the strong young arms, alert 
minds, and new ideas of fresh recruits to the 
labor army. 


A secretary of peace In the cabinet,.along 


with a secretary of war, has beeft advocated 
from time to time.

We may, try to grow old gracefully 
from the physical standpoint by watching our diet, 
preventing constipation and warding off infections, 
but what about mental ability?. 


We know that\even it brain tissue is.removed 


by accident or operation,, the brain will continue-to 
serve just .as well, but we do wonder abou.t pur 
blood pressure, about hardening of the arteries. 
- 


Until recently, it has been thought that-as the 
arteries grow old; lose some of their elastic tissue 
•—thus interfering to some extent with the blood 
nourishing the brain tissue—that our mental ability. 
would become less in pr.oportipn to the 'degree of 
the hardening -of the arteries, However, patholo- 
gists, whose work-is to investigate changes in the 
structure of the tissues, state that there can be con- 
siderable hardening of tffe blood vessels without any 
loss, or very' little loss of mental ability, and there 
can be much loss of. mental ability with but a small 
degree of hardening of the blood vessels. 


We haye been taught'.that we reach our'highest 


degree of mental ability at the age of 16;-that, 
while we may continue to have the same' amount of 
mental ability for many years after the age of 16, 
It then decreases, That'this is not true is pointed 
out by pathologists who have shown by tests that a 
•person is capable of learning until he reaches old 
age. They point to many rrien and women in their 
eighties and nineties who were as keep mentally as 
when they were many years younger. Examples are 
Chauncey.DePew, Justice Holmes, Elihu Root, Con- 
nie Mack, and- others.

However, there are. bound to.be changes in us 


as .we grow older, and perhaps we can delay old 
age if'we see these changes early and try to 
meetjthem in a philosophical way. Some of these 
changes are forgetting familiar names, sleepine" 
less, depression of spirits, irritability usually caused 
by mental and physical tiredenss, and dislike of any 
changes. .
